FBI suspects 
Black Hebrews 
of $4m. theft 

CHICAGO (AP). .— Members of 
the Black Hebrews religious sect 
have allegedly stolen an estimated 
S4.4 million from airlines and banks 
over, thc past 15 months, a 
newspaper reported yesterday. 

Much of the money may have 
been sent to Israel, where about 2,- 
000 members of the sect live, many 
or them illegally, the Chicago ; 
Tribune said. 

The FBI said it is not in- 
vestigating the sect itself, only in- 
dividual members. James Ingram, 
head of the FBI office in Chicago, 
told the Tribune 13 members of the 
Black Hebrews are being sought 
around the country on federal 
fugitive charges and that police, in 
several cities are looking for about 
40 othen-on then-related charges. 
Six who were arrested on federal 
charges have jumped bail and the 
FBI says it.helieves they may have 
lied to Israel.

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Agency suppresses portion 
of its comptroller’s report

The Jewish Agency’s 10th annual 
comptroller report was presented 
yesterday with much fanfare as the 
fust such document ever released to 
the press. Bui the 207-page book 
comprises only about half of the 
report that was actually prepared — 
with the rest restricted by agency 
authorities. 

Comptroller Meir Ben-Zion 
Meiri, 75, explaining to reporters 
why the report concentrated on 
secondary matters, said: H It has 
become accepted practice by com- 
ptrollers everywhere to oversee the 
smaller units of an organization. 
The larger units are difficult to go 
Into in depth.” 

Since tne Jewish Agency was 
reconstituted about a decade ago, 
its comptroller reports — unlike 
those of its sister body the World 
Zionist Organization — were 
restricted to the five dozen mem- 
bers of the agency board of gover- 
nors and other top officials. 

. The explanation given foi: this 
was -that the reports include infor- 
mation about dealings with Jewish 
communities in certain sensitive 
countries, and about operations of 


its subsidiary companies which con- 
struct apartments, make furniture 
or produce canned goods. Since 
only part of their shares is held by 
the agency, the reasoning goes, it is 
unfair to publicize information that 
could give competing firms an ad- 
vantage. 

But a few years ago, parts of an 
annual report were leaked to the 
press, and pressure mounted for of- 
ficial release to journalists. 
However, it was decided that no 
part of the reports would be 
publicized without previous ap- 
proval in writing by the board of 
governors and consultation with the 
agency's legal adviser, as well as 
with the chairman of the board’s 
committee on control (currently, 
Michael Sacher of England). 

The comptroller and his staff of 
15 found 108 shortcomings for the 
year 1979 reviewed in the new 
report. Most are described in very 
low-kev language, with no names of 
individuals or firms mentioned 
because, said Meiri, W we are nett 
court judges, and we could be liable 
to libel suits.”

Jordan and Syria have massed 
thousands of troops and hundreds 
of tanks alona their common bor- 
der. sparking fears of an outbreak of 
armed confrontation in tbe already 
crisis-ridden Middle East. 

Syria moved troops to the border 
Iasi week prior to the Arab League 
summit in Amman, which it boycot- 
ted. Jordan saw the troop move- 
ments as a threat and responded in 
kind. 

Hussein toured army border con- 
centrations yesterday. Joidanian 
troops in complete battle sear ap- 
peared on Amman TV calling for 
response to Syrian threats to their 
country. 

Amman radio last night reported 
that Jordanian reservists were 
flocking to registration offices, even 
though there has been no caU-up. 
The Jordanians earlier in the day, 
however, were reported to have 
mobilized civil defence squads, 
replenished their stock of Fuel, and 
intensified internal security. 

A Jordanian official was quoted 
as saying that these were “strictly 
precautionary measures,” noting 
that Jordan had no intention of pre- 
empting the Syrians. The official 
said that his country was merely 


countering the muscle-flexing of the 
Syrians, who have threatened to 
take military action against Jordan 
for allegedly aiding the anti-Syrian 
Moslem Brotherhood movement. 

In Mexico City 1 U.S. Secretary of 
State Edmund Muskie said Satur- 
day he did not think a border war 
would break out between Syria and 
Jordan. 


Chief of Staff Rafael Eitan 
suggested yesterday that an out- 
break of war between Syria and Jor- 
dan would be to Israel's advantage. 

“Every clash, every disagree- 
ment. every split between two Arab 
states that are extreme toward us, 
makes it easier for Israel,” he said at 
Ofakim.

Gangs sent by Syria to embarrass King Hussein? 

Jordan halts terrorists on way to Israel

The Jordanians last week ap- 
prehended three separate groups of 
terrorists who had infiltrated from 
Syria en route to Israel. 

' The dispatch of terrorists' from 
Syria into Jordan, coming at a time 
of almost unprecedented tension 
between thc two countries, is inten-r 1 
ded primarily to embarrass the Jor- 
danians, observers here say. 

All three groups were arrested by 
the Jordanian armed forces, in- 
cluding one which had been flown 
into Jordan by Syrian helicopter. 
The Syrians have publicized the 
arrests, charging that Jordan is ac- 
ting as “an agent of Zionism, and as 
protector of the Jewish state.” 

Two days ago Naif Hawatma’s 
Popular Democratic Front for 
Palestine publicly warned the Jor- 
danians not to take any action 
against three 'of Jts members 
arrested earlier in the week. They 


were arrested soon after crossing 
the border from Syria into north 
Jordan. 

A few days later the Jordanians 
arrested nine members of the 
Syrian-supported Saeka terrorist 
arm This was followed toward the 
end of tbe week by the arrest of a 
Fatah group. 

According to sources here all three 
terrorist attempts were done in such a 
manner as almost to Invite detection. 
Thus, the Syrian goal was to force die 
Jordanians to move against tbe PLO, 
and thus highlight Jordan as actively 
working against the Palestinian 
cause. 

The Syrians have also leaked 
reports that in early November the 
Jordanians raided PLO arms caches 
at a refugee camp near Amman, and 
confiscated weapons hidden in Jor- 
dan in villages dose to the Israeli 
border, from where they were to be 
smuggled into Israel for terror 
operations. 


The arrest this week underlined 
the new level of cooperation bet- 
ween Syria and tbe PLO, seen in 
conjunction with the fact that the 
Syrians were able to pressure the 
PLO into joining the boycott of the 
Amman summit. 

The PLO had initially said it 
would attend the summit, but after a 
meeting between Syrian President 
Hafez Assad, PLO chief Yasser 
Arafat and Farouk Khadoumi of the 
PLO in Damascus on November 13, 
the PLO agreed to the boycott. 

Directly after the meeting, Assad 
ordered the release from a Syrian 
jail of Abu Ossama, head of the 
PLO’s financial department, who 
had been held since last May on 
charges of providing. funds for the 
banned Moslem Brotherhood.

Baghdad denies loss 
of major oil terminal 


PEKING (UPI). — Years of 
research and scientific effort have 
stopped the sinking of Shanghai, 
China's largest city, the Guanming 
daily newspaper reported yesterday. 

The city fell an average of nearly 
10 millimetres a year between 1957 
and I960, and sank a total of 2.5 
metres from 1921 to 1965, according 
to a panel of experts who concluded 
at a seminar in Shanghai recently 
that the gradual sinking of die city 
had “basically come under con- 
trol." 

Scientists first noticed in 1921 
that Shanghai, with a population of 
about 1 1 million, was sinking. The 
rate of sinkage increased thereafter 
with the growth of industrialization, 
|, the scientists' report said. 

The process had displaced the 
foundation of bridges, wharves, 
warehouses and high-rise buildings, 
‘bringing many dangers to the peo- 
ple's livelihood and industrial 
production,” the report said. 

The city’s geological office, water 
works and other departments began 


investigating the matter in 1962, 
hoping to find the cause and a way 
to stop it. 

They found the main problem 
-was the large-scale extraction of un- 
derground water by inhabitants and 
industries. The siphoning of vast un- 
derground pools of water left a 
vacuum into which the upper layers 
of. soil sank, bringing the ground 
level down with it. 

Immediate remedial measures 
were introduced, strictly controlling 
the pumping of underground water 
and reducing it from the previous 1 
billion tons to 10 million tons ayear, 
it said. 

Efforts were also made to ar- 
tificially replenish the underground 
water, and less damaging ways to 
draw water from deeper un- 
derground were put into effect, the 
report said. . 

During the past 14 years, the 
report said, Shanghai had risen in 
eight years and sank in six. 

The largest sinking in one year 
was no more than 10.9 mm.

Madame Mao and the other three 
alleged members of the “Gang of 
Four” are being tried by a separate 
tribunal of the' same court on a 
string of counter-revolutionary 
charges. 

The paper said that in 1967 Jiang 


ordered Wu to arrest people in the 
police forces in Shanghai and the 
east Chinese cities or Hangzhou, 
Suzhou and Jinan who knew details 
of her past before ths Communists 
came to power. 

Many of them were persecuted 
and spent years in prison as a result 

Jiang, a third-rate film actress in 
Shanghai before she went north and 
met Mao, was known to have had 
many love aJTairs before their 
marriage in the 1930s.

KHARTOUM (Alp. — The leader 
of the Eritrean Liberation Front-. 
Popular Liberation Forces (ELF- 
PLF) yesterday welcomed a 
proposed plan for a peaceful sblu- 
tion.to the 1 8-year-old Eritrean con- 
flict, and said his movement had 
“been calling for a peaceful set- 
tlement for a long time.” 

The seven-point proposal was an- 
nounced here last week by the 
ELPs rival liberation movement, 
the Eritrean People's Liberation 
Front (EPLF). 

lsais Afworky, the EPLF head, 
told a news conference at the time 
Sudanese President Jaafar Numeiri 
had mediated the proposal with 
Ethiopian strongman Mengistu 
Haile Mariam dunng the Sudanese 
leader's six-day visit to Addis Ababa 
last week, but he still had no infor- 
mation on the Ethiopian regime's 
reaction to the proposal. 

The proposal calls for a cease-fire 
followed by an internationally 
supervised .referendum among the 
Eritrean population to choose one 
of three options: full independence, 
a federal link with Ethiopia, or 
autonomy. 

Osman Salih Sabbi, head of the 
ELF-PLF, said in a statement here 
his movement supported the call for 
a referendum “to determine the real 
desire of the Eritrean people.” 

He said all liberation movements 
should unite to form a joint delega- 
tion to negotiate with Ethiopia “to 
expose Lhe Ethiopian regime .... 
which is not sincere in its call for a 
peaceful settlement of the Eritrean 
question.” 


SALISBURY (AP). — Zimbabwe 
Prime Minister Robert Mugabe has 
threatened to detain more dissident 
political opponents as his chief 
rival, Joshua Nkomo, called for

Lea Levari adds from Tel Aviv: 

Doctors may refuse to sigf death 
certificates and individual doctors 
may risk imprisonment and break 
the low, if the Knesset passes the 
amendment. 

At a press conference yesterday 
as part of a last-minute effort to stop 
the legislative process, represen- 
tatives of the Medical Association 
said the proposed amendment 
threatens individual and public 
health. 

Prof. Mordecai Chen suggested 
that top doctors and leading rabbis 
meet to draft a law which would 
satisfy both religious and medical 
requirements. 

Prof. Hillel Halkin gave examples 
where autopsies were the only way 
to gain information which led to 
medical advance and saving of life. 
"Let’s say surgical thread isn’t up to 
standard and a patient dies. If we 
perform an autopsy and discover 
the reason, we won't use that same 
surgical thread on the next patient, 
which is another way of saying we’Ii 
save the next patient's life," he said. 

At another press conference, 
Lorincz said he is sure the doctors 
arc excellent physicians, but they | 
don’t know how to read a law. The 
proposed amendment is far more 
liberal than law in other Western 
countries, he said. 

"For instance, in England even if ; 
someone agrees before his death 
that organs from his body may be j 
transplanted, the family can veto it.

First candle marks start

LONDON. — Michael Foot, iu his 
lint speech on the Middle East 
since being elected teader of lhe 
British Labour Party, declared that 
whatever differences there might 
have been over the years between 
Britain and Israel, the friendship of 
the two countries, especially bet- 
ween their Socialists, "is one of the 
firmest foundations in (he whole 
world. 

Foot was speaking ai a dinner erf 
the Labour Friends of Israel on 
Saturday night at the House of 
Commons. 

Foot recalled his first visit in 1934 
to what is now Israel. He was the 
only non-Jew among the passengers 
on the boar from Trieste to Haifa, 
the others being refogees from Nazi 
Europe. The circumstances could 
not have been more emotional, he 
said. 

But the day after his arrival, he 
was taken to Nablus and introduced 
to “the politics of the Arab world." 
He said that ever since, he has 
believed that the Arab- Israel 
problem is a "conflict between r«o 
rights and between two peoples who 
believe that they have a just cause." 

Foot’s brother, Hugh, now Lord 
Caradon. was District Com- 
missioner of Nablus under the 
British Mandatory government. 

In the main. Foot continued, the 
record of the British Labour Party 


on the Middle East was good, with 
the government of 1945 (which had 
Ernest Bevin as its foreign minister) 
as the outstanding exception. 
Though it was one of the greatest 
governments that Labour ever 
produced, "it had a very dark blot 
on its record," he Said. "The events 
of 1947-48" were not a great mo- 
ment in our history." 

It was "an ignoble moment" 
which could have led to catastrophe 
had the Jewish people not ensured 
their own salvation. Foot stated. 

If Foot was careful not to be 
precise on current Middle East mat- 
ters in his first speech on the sub- 
ject, he revealed where he stands by 
fully endorsing "every word and 
every inflection" of the previous 
speaker at the dinner, shadow 
foreign secretary Peter Shore. 

Shore, a longstanding friend of 
Israel, is not without criticism of 
current Israeli policy. The Palesti- 
nians "have the right to choose their 
own future," he believes, and 
"Israel has no right to rule the 
Palestinians of the West Bank." He 
approves, however, of the stand of 
the Israeli Labour Party which 
places the emphasis on security. 

The third speaker at the dinner 
was former premier Sir Harold 
Wilson, who has been described as 
the best friend in the West that 
Israel ever had. He said that "it is 
urgent for the future of Israel that 
the British Labour Party gets back 1 
to office." 


of Hanukka tomorrow night Israelis lose in Asian junior tennis

Five members of the Maecabi 
youth movement will take the 
Modi’in Hanukka torch from the 
birthplace of the Maccabees to 
Egypt for the benefit of the local 
Jewish community. Another torch 
will fiy today to the VS., as well as 
to other countries around the world. 


On Thursday, the traditional 
torch race will begin from the Mac- 
cabcan tombs, with Agriculture 
Minister Ariel Sharon as the official 
starter. The I orch bearers will lake 
four different routes ~ to 
ceremonies at the parachutists' 
memorial in Gedera. and to the 
Western Wall, Yad Vashem and the 
Knesset in Jerusalem. 

The price of the customary 
Hanukka doughnuts has raced 
ahead of inflation this year. They 
cost from 151.8 to 1S2.S apiece in 
shops. A bottle of oil to fry them in 
now costs IS6.30. an increase of 3S0 
per cent over last Hanukka. But 
homemade doughnuts can cost as 
little as about 60 new agorot apiece. 

Thousands of soldiers will have 
their holidays brightened by gift 
packages from the Soldiers* Welfare 
Association.

Levy cites aliya 
potential in France

Absorption Minister David Levy, 
just back from a visit to France, 
believes that many French Jews are 
going to leave that country soon. 

"If we prepare ourselves in good 
time," Levy told the cabinet yester- 
day, "we here in Israel will have 
good prospects of absorbing them. 
If not — they will go elsewhere." 

Levy cited the current outbreaks 
of anti-Semitism in France as the 
motive prompting many Jews there 
to consider emigrating. 

France, Levy said, contained 
"the’ greatest potential for aliya of 
any western community.” 

Levy presented the cabinet with 
"concrete proposals" for group- 
aliya by French Jews to 12 toyms: 
Carmiel, Safad, Tiberias, Kiryat 
Shmona, . Beil She’an, Mtgdal 
Ha'emek, Ashkelon, Ashdod, 
Dimona. Arad, Beersheba, and 
M&’aleh Adumim. 

He said that the government — 
he is also minister of housing — 
could immediately provide housing 
for 20 to 30 families in each town, 
and adequate employment oppor- 
tunities also existed. 

Levy added that he would offer 
close cooperation with the Jewish 
Agency in mounting a "special cam- 
paign" to realize the aliya potential 
of French Jewry.

Nuclear reactor plan 
may be renewed 

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — A plan for building 
two Westinghousc nuclear reactors 
in Israel may be reconsidered by the 
Reagan administration; which will 
probably relax restrictions on the 
export of American nuclear know- 
how, according to Prof. Shimon Yif- 
tah, chairman of Israel’s Atomic 
Energy Association. 

At a press conference announ- 
cing the annual conference of 
nuclear researchers, which will be 
held on Thursday and Friday at 
Ben-Gurion University in 
Beersheba, he said; "What makes 
this year's conference different is 
that we will be discussing practical 
options for how and where to build 
reactors in Israel. We feel the coun- 
try is finally moving toward nuclear 
energy and that gives our delibera- 
tions new practical importance." 

When Westinghouse was 
originally awarded the contract in 
1977, the two reactors were. expec- 
ted to cost S2 billion each. "That no 
longer frightens the financial com- 
munity when the investment is over 
a 10 year period and the country is 
spending S2.5 billion a year on oil," 
Yiftah said. The plan was subse- 
quently frozen because of the Car- 
ter administration’s strict conditions 
on exporting American nuclear ex- 
pertise.

Fanners warn milk

Hotel building boom 
favours Jerusalem

A hotel that will be the moat lux- 
urious in Israel and a small Arab- 
owned hotel to be built within a Tew 
hundred metres of it in the Sheikh 
Jatrah quarter are among 15 hotels 
in Jerusalem being built or recently 
approved by the tourism 
authorities. 

Some 2.600 rooms, close to half 
ofrthe hotel rooms now being built 
in the country, are in Jerusalem, ac- 
cording to Eli Shuval. in charge or 
hotel investment in the Ministry of 
Industry*. Trade and Tourism. 

Even” with this building boom, 
said Shuval in a recent interview, 
the demand for hotel rooms in 
Jerusalem by 1983 will be greater 
than the supply during peak 
periods. There are presently 5,700 
government-approved hotel rooms 
in the capital. 

The largest of the new hotels is 
thf 600-room Hyatt on French Hill, 
a live -star enterprise, which will 
have a higher investment per room 
than any other hotel in the country, 
according to Shuval. Earthwork has 
begun and the building is expected 
to be completed in four years. 

The investors are Mexicans and 
government officials believe it a 
political achievement to have at- 
tracted foreign investment in East 
Jerusalem. 

The hotel closest to opening is the 
five-star Sheraton at the junction of 
King David and Keren Hayesod 
streets, which is expected to 
become operational in four months. 
The 150-room hotel, originally 
known as the Commodore and then 
as King Solomon's Palace, is being 
built by Iranian Jews. 


the live-star Laromme, with 305 
rooms. Another two years of work is 
foreseen. 

Work has finally got under 
way on two of the Tour hotels ap- 
proved early in the 1970s for the 
corner of Sderot Herzl and Rehov 
Ruppin. These hotels are to be 
three-star and four-star. 

A four-star hotel aimed at 
religious Jews, the Ginot, is to be 
built behind the Italian Hospital on 
the edge of Mea Shearim. Another 
hotel for the Orthodox, Ramat 
Tamir, is planned for Tel Arza. 

in Bayil Vegan, 388 rooms are to 
be added to the Ramada Shalom's 
existing 288, making it the largest 
hotel in the country. Work was 
recently halted by the municipality 
for alleged building violations. 

Investment approval has also 
been given by the ministry for the 
129-room Spanish Colony Hotel oj>- 
posite Mount: Zion as well as a 120- 
room hotel to be built by Dr. Rashid 
Nashishibt in Sheikh Jarrah, not far 
from the Hyatt and a 129-room ad- 
dition to the Moriah. 

In addition to these approved 
plans, other major proposals are 
now being drawn up, including a. 
plan by the King David Hotel to add 
100-rooms at its southern end. 

There will be a serious shortage 
of hotel space in the city, said 
Shuval, unless additional land is 
designated for this purpose. The 
ministry presently has its eye on 
parts of former no-man’s-land bet- 
ween Mandelbaum Gate and 
Ma'alot Dafna and the former 
Allenby Barracks area.

Petrochemicals to pay another bonus

HAIFA. — Israel Petrochemical 
Enterprises expects to distribute a 
bonus shore in addition to the 300 
per cent share just paid, board 
chairman Yoel Ostrowicz told the 
press here yesterday. 

Ostrowicz said he could not yet 
divulge the amount of the new 
bonus, due in April, but it would be 
“up to 200 per cent," in line with 
the revaluation of the company's 
assets, which has just been com- 
pleted. The plant employs 500 and 
has exports of S20m. a year. 

He explained that the bonus 
shares had been agreed upon to 
correct the company's “distorted 
image." This image had shown an 
eouity of only S5m. on its books, 
while the company's monthly 
purchases of raw materials totalled 
S4.5m. and sales were $7. "Our 
customers were beginning to ques- 
tion our ability to live up to our 
commitments," he said. 

The company's real, assets, as of 
September 30, 1980, were in fact 
566m. net, after depreciation. “The 
current, bonus shares only barely 


corrected part of the unhealthy dis- 
tortion and the second issue will 
bring the picture in line with our 
real value," Ostrowicz said. 

Answering questions on the efrect 
of the oil crisis, Ostrowicz thought 
that "despite, or perhaps because of 
the uncertainties of supply, we ore 
an economic force that can no 
longer be ignored. We upgrade the 
value of crude by a factor of three 
and thus offset the high price the 
country pays for its crude.” He 
noted that the petrochemical in- 
dustiy took up only 6 per cent of 
Israel's total oil consumption. 

He quoted Saudi Arabia’s oil 
minister, Sheikh. Yamani, as saying- 
that the last drop of oil will probably, 
go to the world s petrochemical in- 
dustries. But Israel's government, 
Ostrowicz said, "has not given the 
future of petrochemicals a second 
thought, will not bother to hear the 
industry's views and displays only 
indifference and lack of understan- 
ding.” 

- He conceded that the worldwide 
economic recession had forced 
down prices, “but we did not reduce 
exports and. 1980 was a profitable 


year for us." He did not foresee any 
dangerous competition from 
petrochemicals produced by the oij- 
prbducing countries, because their 
vast profits from crude oil 
eliminated most ambitions to build 
up a sophisticated refining industry^ 

Ostrowicz said that the Haifa Oil 
Refineries had erred in restricting 
their ethylene ‘plant to a capacity of 
only 130,000 ions a year "because a 
200,000 output is the minimum for 
profitability and we are ready to buy 
the extra ethylene and related 
products that the bigger plant would 
produce.” 

The plant could be expanded at 
the relatively small investment of 
$I5m. "but the Israel Corporation, 
which holds a 26 per cent interest in 
the Refineries, has used its veto 
power against the expansion 
because it ’does not like 
petrochemicals and doesn't unders- 
tand them," he said. He had 
therefore offered a year ago to buy 
up the Corporation's shares in the 
Refinery. The offer had been 
“leaked” and had since been upped 


by the Danot group and by Baron 
Edmond de Rothschi

Ne’eman heads canal management team

The proposed 1 10 km. Mediterra- 
nean — Dead Sea canal, which was 
given cabinet approval three 
months ago, came one step closer 
to Implementation with tbe setting 
up yesterday of a seven-man 
management team headed by Prof. 
Yuval Ne’eman. 

The team will head the Canal 
Project . Authority, which the 
government decided to establish in 
August. The Authority is to 
organize the financing of the project 
from both government and private 
capital, and to oversee the technical 
planning, which is expected to take 
at least three years. 

Nuclear physics professor- 


Ne’eman headed the project 
steering committee, which made a 
positive recommendation to the 
government. His colleagues on the 
team will be Dr. Ezra Sedan, direc- 
tor or the Economic Planning 
Authority, Eitan Raf, the 
Accountant-General, David 
Hagoel, director-general of the 
Energy Ministry, two other 
representatives of his ministry and 
one other Treasury representative. 


The primary purpose of the canal 
project, which will cost an 
estimated S680m., is to generate 
hydro-electric power sufficient for 
' 1 5 per cent of the country's needs. 
The canal may also be used in the 
production of solar and nuclear 
power.

Water. Although plants in shade 
need less water than those in a 
sunny garden, balcony containers, 
generally, are inclined to become 
dry in hot weather and have to be 
watered regularly. Liquid manure 
may be used with udvaniuge when 
the plants are well-established. 

Maintenance. Weeding and 
hoeing between the plants should 
not be neglected, and attention 
should be given to support for high- 
growing plants. The lack of lull 
sunshine makes plants, even shade- 
loving ones, grow higher, and those 
reaching a height or about 60 cm. 
should be staked. You can buy 
ready-made supports from seed 
shops or garden centres. They are 
made from metal or from plastic, 
but you can make them yourself 
from shrub-branches and tie the 
plants to them with raffia or cord. 

Spare plants for decorating. 
Prepare small flower pots or painted 
tins with convenient shade-loving 
spare plants and keep them *Teody 
for use “ when they reach a stale of 
being decorative. Use them . as 
Tillers” for bare spots and the cor- 
ners of balcony containers. They 
should remain in their containers 
and not be transplanted. Their ef- 
fectiveness lies in contrasting 
flowers of colours und variegated 
eye-catching foliage. 

AH of the following plants for shade 
can be bought locally. They come in 
yoghurt cups, small or medium tins 
or plastic bogs. Some can be planted 
just now and others in the spring. 
Some of them like tradescantia, ger- 
anium. and impaiiens can be grown 
easily from cuttings or from rooting 
sidesprouts, like violets, 
chorophytum, daylilies and vinca 
minor. Once these plants are 
established and growing vigorously, 
then anyone who owns them will be 
grateful if you would come and take 
some cuttings or runners, because 
the yearly thinning of these plants is 
essential.

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THE LAST TIME so many people 
congregated in St. Andrew’s 
Church in Jerusalem, most of them 
brought their rifles, Bui at yester- 
day's 50th anniversary service of the 
Scottish church which stands on the 
hid overlooking the Old City from 
the south, the most striking figures 
were the patriarchs, archbishops 
and vicars of Jerusalem's many 
Christian denominations. Aad'lhe 
most dangerous-looking equipment 
to be brought into the church was 
the recording machinery of the 
BBC Worid Service and Koi 
Ybtrael. 

The head of the Church of 
Scotland, the Right Reverend 
William Johnston, has come to 
Israel for the. occasioffi, and he was 
perhaps the most striking of all as, 
resplendent in his colourful robe, 
white (ace jabot and cuffs, and 
bluck breeches, he mounted to the 
pulpit to preach the sermon. 

It is more than 30 years since sueh 
a distinguished personality us the 
Moderator of the General Assem- 
bly of the church has helped to con- 
duct a Sunday morning service at 
St. Andrew’s: but three of life last 
four British high commissioners for 
Palestine — Sir Arthur Wauchope, 
Sir Harold MacMichael and Sir 
Alan Cunningham — were Scots, 
and they often reud the lesson. 

When Viscount Allcnby laid the 
foundation stone of the church in 
1927. it was with the intention of 
commemorating his soldiers, mainly 
of the 52nd Lowland Division, who 
fell in the conquest of Palestine in 
1917. And war has been the 
recurring theme throughout the 
history of a church that occupies 
such a strategically important site. 

In both the 1948 and 1967 wars, 
the church was shelled frequently, 
leaving permanent scars. In the 19 
years between the wars, the church 
stood os a lonely outpost on the bor- 
der dividing the city, with many of 
its congregants cut ofTin Jordanian 
Jerusalem. 

The architecture reflects a con- 
flict of two cultures. When viewed 
from the north-east, the building 
could almost be mistaken for a 
Scottish castle, surrounded by a 
thick glade of trees with the Scottish 
nalionul flag flying from its tower. 
Within the church, the arrangement 
of the apse is typically Western and 
the marble stone behind the pulpit 
was actually brought from Iona so 
that the minister can stand on “a 
piece of Scotland” while, 
celebrating Holy Communion. The 
delicate 16th century wrought-iron 
Florentine gates are also more at- 
tuned to a European shrine. 

But Dan Ben Dor, who, as a 
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St- Andrew's Church. 

young immigrant from the Ukraine 
was assistant architect of the 
building, and was responsible, 
among other features, for the 
beautiful open-air exedra 
overlooking Mount Zion, insists 
that the general design is Middle 
Eastern. "It has the flavour of Old 
Jerusalem.** he says. The Moorish 
domes, the kaiouli stone, the 
arches, the Armenian fountain and 
blue tiles support his argument. 

SCOTS LIKE to trace their connec- 
tion with Jerusalem back to 1329. 
when Robert Bruce, on his 
deathbed, asked that his heart be 
buried in Jerusalem to redeem his 
vow to visit the Holy City. Sir James 
Douglas set out on (he mission, but 
was killed fighting the Moors in 
Spain. Bruce's heart was recovered 
and taken to Melrose for burial: his 
body lies in Dumfermline. 

In 1929. for the six hundredth an- 
niversary of Bruce's death, the 
citizens of Dumfermline and 
Melrose combined to present the 
emerging St. Andrew's Church with 
a plaque recording the hero’s 
"pious wish." The plaque lies in the 


floor of the church; the heart itself 
remains in Scotland. 

While there was a considerable 
flow of Scottish pilgrims to the Holy 
Land during the 19th century, with 
hospitals built in Tiberias and 
Nazareth and a school in Jaffa, it 
was not until after World War 1 that 
a plan for a Scottish church in 
Jerusalem was launched. A public 
appeal for £50,000 gave rise to con- 
siderable controversy in Scotland (a 
letter in the Glasgow Herald com- 
plained that it would be "a pure 
waste of good money” to add to the 
medley of churches in modern 
Jerusalem, with its "decadent at- 
mosphere”). But the money was 
raised; the land was purchased from 
the Greek Orthodox community; 
and the church and pilgrim's 
hospice, designed by A.C. Holliday, 
an Englishman who was civic ad- 
viser to the Palestine Government, 
was built. It was dedicated on St. 
Andrew's Day. November 30. 1930. 

During the 1930s -and in World 
War (I it was mainly British soldiers 
who filled the church every Sunday. 
But as the Mandate drew to a close 
in chaotic conditions, the British 


, (laiib Kaitinsky) 

soldiers dwindled away, leaving 
only the minister. Reverend Clark 
Kerr, and a police offleer, John 
Reid, to look alter the church. The 
two refused to be evacuated and, on 
several occasions, were cut off for 
days from their families and the rest 
of the world inside the hospice as 
shells and maebinegun bullets 
whizzed around them. 

After the war, most of the former 
congregation were either back in 
Britain or across the border in Jor- 
dan. The Sunday morning services 
became a smaller, but more 
cosmopolitan, affair with tourists 
from all over the. world coming to 
pray, and to stay at the hospice. 

REVEREND William Gardiner 
Scott, minister and warden in the 
periods 1955-60 and 1966-73, who 
has now retired to live on 
Jerusalem’s French Hill, said: 
“Sometimes, l remember, almost all 
our 30 guests were Jewish. They 
liked the family atmosphere of the 
hospice." 

Rev. Scott first visited Jerusalem 
as a theology student in 1936, and 
he leapt at the opportunity to return 


to the city in 1955 and again, after a 
six-year break in a Highland parish, 
in 1966. Just before the Six Day 
War. he failed to obey an order 
from his church to leave Jerusalem 
and return home. He and his family 
stayed in the church, which was in 
the heart of the battle-front, 
throughout the fighting. 

On the first day of the war. the 
Jordanians shelled the church and 
scored several direct hits. 

"The cars behind the hospice 
were riddled with bullets,” said 
Rev. Scott. "And there was one 
sniper from Abu Tor who used a 
cross in one of the stained-glass win- 
dows as a bull's eye. He kept firing 
up and down and along the lines of 
the cross.” 

When the war was over, the 
church was full of shrapnel. The ex- 
terior walls had been damaged and 
there were about 140 holes in the 
water tanks. The candlesticks and 
other ornaments were destroyed. 
But the most tragic loss was the 
stained-glass windows. 

“They were patterned in reds, 
blues and ambers and cast a 
beautiful blue-green light on the 
fleor of the church." said Scott. 
"We bought new windows, but they 
are a poor substitute.” Rev. Scott 
was subsequently awarded an 
O.B.E. and made an honorary 
citizen of Jerusalem. 

AFTER 1967, attendance at Sunday 
services started rising again, from 
about 35 to 120, as former con- 
gregants in East Jerusalem returned 
and more clergymen and tourists 
began visiting the city. The most 
famous visitor in recent times was 
U.S. President Jimmy Carter, who 
prayed there when he visited Israel 
in March 1979. 

St. Andrew’s has a new minister, 
who took up his appointment only 
two months ago. Reverend 
Professor Robert Craig preached at 
the church during the two years he 
spent in Palestine as chaplain to the 
King's Own Scottish Borderers just 
after World War 11. But he has 
.spent most or the last 30 years 
teaching theology in the U.S., South 
Africa and Rhodesia. Now 63, he 
said he agreed to take up this ap- 
pointment "because 1 wanted to 
give my services to the Church of 
Scotland before I became too old.” 

For M years until this February 
he was principal of the multi-racial 
university in Salisbury, One of his 
compatriots visiting Jerusalem for 
the current celebrations commen- 
ted, on seeing the shell-marks on 
the church tower. “1 think he has 
given up one trouble spot only to 
find another.” 


A FINAL WORD on coverage of 
Chief RSflJblTGOren’Y'bpep/hesqt 
operation in Cleveland (the Army 
station relayed a TV newscast Wed- 
nesday night). A panel of three 
distinguished journalists — per hap s 
the worif '‘battery" would be more 
fitting — “fired" what I can only 
assume they thought to be “clever” 
questions. In reality they were 
nothing more than' insinu- 
ations punctuated with a ques- 
tion mark. Their questions boiled 
down to whether the Rabbi believed 
in equality for all — with some more 
equal than (How could he have 
availed himself of services not 
available to all?) others. And didn’t 
the Rabbi's preference for the 
Cleveland Hospital cast aspersions 
on Israeli cardiologists? 

This was put to a man still 
recovering from one of the most 
complicated (and painful) of opera- 
tions performed on human beings, 
and alter six years of su/Tering. 
Rabbi Goren gave a fine account of 
himself. What somebody should 
have told the interviewers is that a 
man about to undergo an open 
heart operation is not in a position 
to do much more than nod his ap- 
proval. The good Rabbi had 
probably never even heard of the 
Cleveland Hospital before and went 
there only because it was recom- 
mended to him. 

My colleagues might have looked 
for some juicy dibits elsewhere. 
Perhaps in the competition between 
Israel's major hospitals and their 
cardiologists — in itself quite a 
healthy state of affairs. But hauling 
the Rabbi up before the 
microphones and cameras — 
straight off the plane after a 
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gruelling flight — was cruel and 
irresponsible. 

EARLIER THIS MONTH, the 
Second Programme treated us to a 
series on reincarnation and the like. 
I would have stuck to my guns and 
ignored the stuff if it hadn’t been for 
the recent story of the young Druse 
woman from Usfiya, who dis- 
covered that she’d been around 
before — married to a fanner in 
Galilee. She was reborn the day she 
died. For proof she located ajar of 
coins hubby number one should 
have received as a dowry but, for 
some reason or other, never laid his 
hands on. 

Just shows you that there may be 
more to Buddhism than meets the 
eye. If, on the other hand, it is the 
kind of stoiy I think it is, blame 
Itim, the national news agency, for 
serving us this delightful portion of 
hogwash. 

MORE ABOUT HOGWASH: 
Saturday morning’s Fumy Hour 
(Second Programme after the 9:00 
news) is still going strong. What is 
worse, so is Danny Raveh’s venture 
into the rib-tickling business — ail 
about the goings-on at the 
Hamahlim Looney Bin where a 
hapless Koi Yisrael reporter is still 
being held, very much against his 
will. The surprising thing is that they 
haven’t run out of cliches yeL 

Sexpot nurse Tzamerei still hasn't 
’lost her virtue but is trying hard. 
Last week the ghouls were, sawing 
away at some poor soul’s gall- 
bladder. The instalment ended with- 
a big question mark; What, in 
Hippocrates' name, did the doctors 
remove, if the patient had hiready 
had his gall-bladder taken out on an 
earlier occasion? 

MOLLY PICON (lehovdU) is quite 
another matter. When the first lady 
of the Yiddish Theatre first came to 
this country in 1922, Poet Laureate 
Chaim Bialik heaped praise upon 
her. She could, so he said, make 
"confiture out of a leather sole.” 


She recalled that she had been 
“permitted” to appear before an 
Ein Harod audience. Permitted, she 
stressed, because anything that 
wasn't strictly Hebrew was decried 
at the time. There were even 
bloodied noses between the propo- 
nents of the Yiddish and Hebrew 
causes in those days. AH this and 
much more in a delightful morning 
programme (The Second 
Programme) last week. I wish there 
had been more. 

There may be, Picon says. Three 
to four thousand young students are 
studying the language at universities 
in New York alone — and their 
number is steadily growing. 

Why Yiddish? Picon produced a 
(lady-like) snort. Apart from the 
need for a common denominator to 
hold us all together — whal other 
language Is there so fuQ of pathos 
and humour at the same time? What 
other languages can match pippick 
and kveich with words even nearly 
as expressive? Or can produce such 
delightful curses as Es soil dirdrdlm 
im touch a w ie a katarinke (“may 
your stomach be in turmoil, like a 
street organ”). 

THE DRAMA of the week 
revolved around the Greiver’s 
Gedera house, to my mind. I do not 
intend to venture an opinion. But 
Professor Ra’anan Weitz, director 
of the Jewish Agency's settlement 
department, came up with an in- 
triguing suggestion that could 
provide an answer of sorts not only 
for this one bouse but many of the 
Pith at Rail ah farms as well. 

From a legal point of view the 
cases are light-years apart. But 
Weitz thinks they can both be 
solved by the same physical ap- 
proach: pick up the houses and 
-nove them to alternative ales. 

Weitz has already studied the 
matter in consultation with Tech- 
nion experts. So far as the Rafiah 
settlements are concerned, it can be 
done without the aid of the Mission

impossible crew. Weitz also believes 
that the system can be applied to 
the Greiver home. 

It has been used in the U.S., 
where entire villages were moved to 
yield ground for new lakes. 

(n such moving operations, a 


giant scoop digs in and under the 
house's foundations. The structure 
is reinforced to prevent its disin- 
tegration and transported on plat- 
forms to the new site, where ground 
has been prepared. The houses arc 
moved with furniture and and fit- 
tings in place. 

Weitz would even like to see the 
trees and plantings removed this 
way to their new surroundings. So 
would I and, 1 suppose, most 
Israelis. 

Transferring the houses and sun- 
dries shouldn't cost more than Up 
per cent of the price of setting up 
similar structures in the new settle- 
ment area. 

If some of the farmers refuse, as 
they did in the radio interview, the 
transfer should still be carried out, 
regardless, and the relocated farms 
given to immigrants. 

Weitz believes that some 650 
houses should be picked up and 
transferred this way. Assuming a 
saving of 20 per cent for 65 struc- 
tures — the total could add up to a i 
very tidy sum, not to mention the’ 
moral satisfaction involved. I heard 
this last Monday on the noontime 
All Shades of the Network Second 
Programme. A radio scoop.

THE BEST defence For an act of aggression is still believed (at least in 
the Middle East) to be a plea, however fatuous, of defence against an act 
of aggression. . 

Some two months ago, as it set out to attack its neighbour to the east, 
Iraq took to trumpeting charges that f ran had been aiding subversive 
elements to undermine the regime of President Saddam Hussein. This 
was supposed to excuse an attempted grab of Iranian lands and an 
overthrow of Ayatollah Khomeini's theocracy. 

Now Syria. Iraq’s fraternal enemy and indirectly Iran’s friend, is 
marching troops and tanks to the Jordanian border to the tune of 
ominous accusations that its southerly neighbour “has become a training 
camp for a gang of murderers and saboteurs." Those “murderers and 
saboteurs" are of course the Moslem Brothers, lately the scourge of 
President Hafez Assad's government. - 

To protect itself against such deadly threat, the semi-official 
Damascus daily. Al Thawra. warned, Syria was entitled to use "all effec- 
tive means." Including warlike action, needless to say. 

How much truth there is to the Syrian allegations, is hard to tell. 
Rumours associating King Hussein's younger brother. Crown Prince 
Hassan, with the fanatical Moslem Brotherhood, have been heatedly 
denied by the Hashemite monarch himself. The suggestion seemed to be 
that with the amount of support the Brothers were receiving inside 
Syria, they needed little outside assistance. 

What Hussein may have found it impolitic to say openly was that 
President Assad — his close ally for a spell until about a year ago — 
should be the last chief-of-state to go around complaining about inter- 
vention in somebody eise’s internal affairs. Baathist Syria has over the 
years been not only a training camp but a safe haven and a base of 
operations for a host of "murderers and saboteurs." 

Syria has in Tact been despatching terrorists right into Jordan during 
the past week, even as the Arab League summit was meeting in Amman. 
Some at least were assigned the task of trying to infiltrate through Jor- 
dan into Israel. 

They were easily captured by the Jordanians, who went on to adver- 
tise their frustrated enterprise. This, of course, may have been Syria's 
original intention: to let those murderers and saboteurs (alias freedom 
fighters) be caught and expose Jordan and its 14 Amman summit allies, 
including Iraq, as traitors to the Arab (alias Palestinian) cause, thereby 
making Syria and its four fellow-boyc otters the sole champions. 

The "defensive” sabre rattling on the frontier was thus by way of war- 
ning to the rest or the Arab states that they should not expect to chart a 
course of action on Israel independently of Syria. If it actually comes to 
blows with Jovdan, Iraq too wiH be hurt — which, from Syria's view- 
point, is just as well, since the war with Iran is seen in Damascus as but a 
wilful diversion. 

Iran will be a beneficiary, and so, presumably, will be the Soviet Un- 
ion. Whether the Kremlin gave its explicit consent to the new Syrian ad- 
venture is uncertain, although it must have been made privy to the plans, 
through its 3,500 military adviseis in Syria. In any case Russia has reason 
to be concerned over her Syrian ally’s isolation in the Arab world. 

Characteristically, the world at large is taking this threat of a new 
Middle East war with considerable equanimity. The West Europeans do 
not seem to be concerned that it may affect their oil supplies. The U.S. 
alone has made some anxious noises, expressing support for Jordan's 
security and territorial integrity. 

Israel, too, should voice sympathy. But it has no reason, this -time 
around, to do more. Today’s Jordan, which has niafle up with the PLOC 
and has now even repudiated 242, is no longer the Jordan of September 
1970. The best this country should do is to keep a careful watch, and its 
fingers from getting burned — whether in the east, or in the north.

LATE LAST SUMMER this newspaper 
reported that a newly discovered 
"Auschwitz Album." had been 
presented to Yad Vashem, and viewed 
by the prime minister, by Mrs. Lili 
Meier of Miami Beach. We are now told 
that the album is not quite so new. A 
reader informs us that Mrs. Meier, at the 
time Zelmanovic, gave the album to the 
Prague Museum in 1946 for photocopy- 
ing and preparation of new negatives; in 
return, she received the sum of 10,000 
Czech crowns. As a result, the 
photographs were used in a large 
number of publications, and they can be 
viewed at the Polish museum of 
Auschwitz. 

Yad Vashem itself acquired these 
photos in 1957, and reported as much in 
its July. 1958, bulletin, and in I960 Yad 
Vashem published in the book The Detuh 
Factor! — Auschwitz 58 of the most im- 
portant and identifiable pictures 
selected from Z el mono vic’s album. 

Through Yad Vashem. these 
photographs were made available 
worldwide. At the Auschwitz trial in 
I960, all these photos were presented to 
the court, where two of the SS 
photographers who originally took the 
pictures were identified. In 1964, in 
Prague. Mrs, Zelmanovic signed a state- 
ment. now available at Yad Vashem. 
which authenticated the album and the 
Prague (and Yad Vashem) copies. She 
then reportedly sought additional pay- 
ment from the Czechs for the negatives 
they had acquired in 1946, but as she bad 
only found the album, and had not, of 
course, taken the pictures, she was 
denied this.

THE RUMOURS l?egan atlhc Un- 
ited Nations in early August; Yasser 
Arafat would be in town in late 
November. He would be hosted by 
a group of black American leaders, 
headed by Jesse Jackson, und would 
stay a i a Harlem hotel, just as 
Cuban leader Fidel Castro did on 
his first visit to New York.

those pipe dreams were a conse- 
quence of what the Arabs and the 
PLO observers at the UN perceived 
as being a favourable international 
climate, perhaps the best since the 
heady days of 1973. 

The revolution in Iran and the 
taking of the American hostages 
weakened the international position 
of the U.S. and resulted in the 
emergence of the PLO as an impor- 
tant power-broker in the area; the 
Western Europeans were pursuing 
. their new Middle East. "European 
initiative," and in Venice in June 
they acknowledged the necessity of 
bringing the PLO into the negotia- 
tions. 

The autonomy negotiations were 
reaching a deadlock and Menahem 
Begin's government was playing 
into the hands of the Arabs by plan- 
ting settlements in tne territories 
and expressing support for the con- 
troversial Jerusalem Law. 

All these developments 
culminated in the' emergency 
special session of the General 
Assembly which was called by the 
chairman of the "Committee for the 
Palestinian Rights" in July under a 
procedure called the "unity for 
peace .resolution." An 
overwhelming number of General 
Assembly speakers 107 — 
denounced "Israeli expansionism," 
called on Israel to withdraw com- 
pletely from the territories by 
November 15, 1980, and threatened 
a trade embargo of Israel. 

The U.S. abstained on a compa- 
nion resolution in the Security 
Council which called on all UN 
members to take steps, perhaps 
economic ones, to punish Israel by 
November 15 because of its refusal 
to repeal the Jerusalem Law. 

Thus the Yasser-comes-to-New- 
York scenario, which expressed 
PLO hopes that the UN would im- 
pose sanctions against Israel and 
move to “suspend" Israel from the

The session attracted only some 
40 Third World delegates who ob- 
served the .“solidarity day" by 
reading statements from their 
leaders. 

“You should have seen the place 
in the two previous solidarity days,” 
noted a journalist. "The hall was 
packed. Thingi ain't what they used 
to be for the PLO." 

The August rumours have long 
dissipated as the three forces mat 
created the anti-Israeli orgy in 1973 
and the PLO festivals since then — 
the Arab-islamic bloc, OPEC and 
the Non-Aligned movement — 
have been experiencing growing 
turmoil. 

The Iran-Iraq war and the divi- 
sion in the Arab world that has 
followed it, the inability of Saudi 
Arabia to control the policy of the 
oil cartel and the split in the Non- 
Aligned movement on the issues of 
Afghanistan and Kampuchea, 
produced bloomy faces at PLO's 
UN headquarters. 

The attempts by the PLO to por- 
tray itself as a mediator in the inter- 
Mosiem and inter-Arab conflicts 
also helped to tarnish its image in 
the eyes of many Third World mem- 
bers who wonder, as one African 
delegate put it, whether the PLO 
"has not lost all his political cards." 


INSTEAD, however, Harlem 'resi- 
dents had to be satisfied with other 
regular killers who haunt the 
neighbourhood,- and Arafat's fans 
on the East River had to be content 


‘THE SPECTACLE of the Iraqis 
and the Iranians fighting against 
each other and at the same time 
destroying the West's oil supply 
highlights the arguments that we 
wilt present before the assembly 
during the Palestinian debate which 
begins on Monday,” said Israel’s 
Ambassador to the UN Yehuda 
Blum. “We will emphasize that the 
Palestinian question is not the pow- 
der keg of the Middle East; that a- 
PLO solution to it will not guaran- 
tee the oil supply to the West." 

Israeli speakers will try to per- 


suade delegates that the real threats 
to peace In the .Middle East are the 
domestic instability in the Arab 
countries, the inter-Arab conflict 
and Soviet expansionism. 

The divisions in the Arab world, 
with its negative consequences for 
the PLO, were demonstrated 
several times recently at the UN:- 
Raghida Dergham and Adnan Al- 
Katib are two Arab correspondents 
who do -not miss ah opportunity to 
ask Israeli delegates: "When did 
you last torture and kill a 
Palestinian?" 

Last week, the target of their at- 
lack was' none other than 
Senegalese Ambassador, Falilou 
Kane, chairman of the "Committee 
on the Palestinian Rights," who, in 
a press conference, noted that any 
decision on the Palestinian issue 
reached at the Arab summit in Am- 
man would "not be binding on the 
work of my committee because the 
PLO is not participating in it.” 

"You are not realistic,” shouted 
Raghida. “Only the Arabs, not the 
PLO, will determine the future of 
the area." - 

Interpress, a news agency 
operating from the UN as a carrier 
service for Third World news agen- 
cies, was on a verge of concluding a 
S60,000 deal with the Iraqi news 
agency a few weeks ago. Suddenly 
the Iraqis raised a surprising condi- 
tion for the completion of the deal. 
"Attack the PLO in the news items 
you distribute." * 

- The Interpress director explained 
that his organization had already 
concluded an agreement with Wafa, 
the -PLO news agency. But the. 
Iraqis refused to give in: No attacks 
on the PLO, no deal and Interpress 
lost a profitable client. 

The disdain that the Iraqis feel 
towards the PLO was also expressed 
during the Palestinian solidarity day. 
on Friday: an Iraqi television jour- 
nalist was filming a set of pro-PLO 
posters that were exhibited in the 
entrance to the hai) where the 
Special. Palestinian session was 
taking place: "Maybe we should in- 
terne w Terzi (the PLO obser- 
ved standing in front of the posters," 


suggested an assistant to the jour- 
nalist. Replied the journalist: “Are 
you crazy? If we interview that idiot 
we will end up in jail.” • 


OF ALL the disappointments that 
PLO representatives to the UN 
have suffered in recent months, the. 
results of the U.S. presidential elec- 
tions "have been the most painful. 

The Carter administration^ and 
particularly its Third World activists 
in the State Department, including 
Ambassador McHenry, were per- 
ceived as being inclined, after the 
elections, to advocate the pro-PLO 
policy adopted by the European . 
Community. 

This assumption was behind the 
November 15 deadline after which, 
the Arabs hoped, the victorious 
Carter administration would no 
longer depend on the “Jewish vote" 
and would agree to abstain in a , 
Security Council vote to “punteh" 
Israel for its refusal to repeal the 
Jerusalem Law. 

But the victory of Ronald 
Reagan, who has not hidden his dis- 
taste for Arafat, turned the PLO 
model of action upside down: in- 
stead of the West European pushing 
the U.S. towards a PLO solution, 
the president-elect seemed to 
become the dominating factor in 
the West Europe_an plans. 

"The West European have ad op-, 
.ted a Wait-and-see position,'* accor- 
ding to Ilka Pastinea, the Finnish 
ambassador to. the UN. "No one 
wants to antagonize the president- 
elect, who seems to be advocating a 
Jordanian solution," he told' The 
Jerusalem Post. 

“The Jordanian solution is 
becoming an attractive idea," said a. 
West European diplomat^ 
'"although we still see many ‘blind 
spots’ in it, including the Egyptian 
attitude towards it. But there is no 
doubt that Hazme Nusseibeh (the 
Jordanian ambassador to the UN) 
has become a popular figure in this 
building."

I AM AN Orthodox rabbi. Before 
immigrating to Israel I was chief 
rabbi of South Africa, and the Beth 
Din I headed was accepted 
throughout the rabbinical world as a 
responsible and authoritative one. I 
believe in the doctrine of the 
resurrection of the dead in the 
Messianic Age, which is a fun- 
damental of Judaism f Mishna 
Sanhedrin 10. 1) and is included in 
the Thirteen Principles of Faith. 
But I deplore and reject the argu- 
ment that has been put forward by 
the proponents of the amendments 
to the Anatomy and Pathology Law 
that this doctrine is in any way con- 
nected with the prohibition or per- 
missibility of autopsies and 
transplants. 

The disintegration of mortal 
remains is fully recognized by 
Judaism. "The dust retumeth to the 
earth as it was, but the spirit (the 
sou!) retumeth unto God who gave 
it" (Ecclesiastes 12.7). The Orthodox 
burial service opens with the 
famous statement of Akabiah ben 
Mahaleel ( Ethics 3.1), "Reflect 
upon three things and thou wilt not 
come within the power of sin" — 
the second of them being “Know 
where thou art going, to a place of

dust, worms and maggots." And in 
Talmudic times it was the custom, 
about a year after burial, to collect 
the bones of the deceased and place 
them in an ossuary. 

Any suggestion, therefore, that 
the possibility of resurrection, 
although it is regarded as corporeal, 
is based on the wholeness of the 
committed remains, is not in accor- 
dance with Jewish doctrine. 

There is, nevertheless, a prohibi- 
tion against the mutilation of the - 
body after death and an injunction 
that ail the mortal remains arc to 
be accorded reverential bqriai, but 
this is based on an entirely different 
consideration which is equally fun- 
damental to Judaism — respect for 
the deceased. 

These requirements, however, 
like all the injunctions of the Torn, 
are nullified by the overriding com- 


mandment of Judaism, the need to 
preserve life (pikuah nefesh) which 
applies even to doubtful cases. 

• It was not until the 18th century, 
with the advance of medical 
science, that the question of the 
permissibility of autopsies for this* 
purpose was first raised in terms of 
practical Halacha. In reply to a 
question addressed to him from 
London as to the permissibility of 
performing an autopsy on the body 
of a Jew in order to determine the 
cause of death and thus find a cure 
for others, the well-known R. 
Ezekiel Landau of Prague allowed it 
on the grounds of pikuah nefesh. 

There is no need to enter into a 
learned discussion here. I would 
refer the interested reader to the 
general article on "Autopsies and 
Dissection" and the two articles on 
transplants in the Encyclopedia 


on 


Judaica. ay well as the article 
Jewish medical ethics in the 1977-78 
Year Book by- Chief Rabbi 
Jakobovits of Great Britain, who is 
an acknowledged expert on the sub- 
ject.

The book tries to 
debunk everything in Jewish history that 
is miraculous and God-given, and there- 
by proves Icscir to be superficial and 
without understanding cither of Judaism 
or its adherents. 

It is impossible not to agree with her 
that Israel is today a flawed society, and 
I admit this applies equally to the 
religious and secular segments. There 
are too many people who put on a 
"uniform" of Orthodoxy — whether H is 
a shtreinirf. shrill, kipa or tsiisil, but who 
have Irtltc love or charity in their heart. 
However. Judaism itself should nor be 
blamed because so many of its followers 
fall short of the goals. 

The helier in one God, which is the 
basis of Judaism, is a formidable intel- 
lectual position. Many first-class minds 
have agreed with this — not just those 
"Mipcpttiiimis ret regressive" people 
whom Ms. Rdd Banks holds in such- 
contempt. 

It was a mystic occurrence at Ml. 
Sinai which changed the history of the 
world. Most of the Ton's prophecies 
have long passed into history and cannot 
be dismissed. We are the only nation 
that came into existence before it hod a 
land, for Jews arc a nation in time. Israel 
i> not our origin, hut our historic fulfil- 
ment. 

Pcrhap* what I.ynnc R'eid Banks can- 
not come to terms with is our concept 
that we are “the chosen people." 
Nevertheless, wc were given the task of 
hearing witness to God's moral law on 
earth, und these laws have been 
Judaism's greatest gift to the whole 
human rave.

Witness re-enacts scene 
in double-murder trial

TEL AVIV (itim). — A videotape 
re-enactment of the grisly events 
following the double murder of 
Amos Orion and Azar Cohen 
featured the second day of the 
testimony of Rami Arusi, a stale’s 
witness, yesterday in the murder 
trial being heard before the Te! 
Aviv District Court. 

In the videotape re-enactment 
made for the police, Arusi showed 
how Rahamim 'Aharoni, one of the 
accused who has fled Israel, took a 
half-metre-long knife out of a box of 
knives and approached the dead 
body of Amos Orion. 

”1 didn’t see him cut Orion's 
throat, because I couldn’t bear to 
watch what he was doing, and tur- 
ned away,” Arusi said in the re- 
enactment. 

Also played before the court were 


alleged police recordings of conver- 
‘ 5! bet 1 


sations! between Arusi and Aharoni. 
They involved the use of many code 
words and terms which Arusi inter- 
preted for the court. 

According to alleged conversa- 
tions, Aharoni called from abroad 
inquiring about the course of the 
police investigation and the state of 
the Bar Bakar meal plant in Bat 
Yam where the murders allegedly 
took place and which Aharoni 
owns. 

Aharoni telephoned to the meat 
plant and to the' house of Arusi's 
parents, trying to get Arusi to check 
whether the murder weapons had 
been discovered, according to the 
recordings. 

In the first replayed conversation, 
the following exchange took place: 

Aharoni — “Is there any noise?” 
(i.e. newspaper reports about the 
double' murder). 


Arusi — "Yes, There’s some 
work. Everything's okay/* 

Aharoni — * “Which direction?" 
Arusi — “Not here.-’ 

Questioned by the prosecutor, 
Arusi explained that he understood 
this Lo mean that Aharoni was in- 
terested in knowing how the police 
investigation was going and that he 
(Arusi) replied that the investigators 
were not showing interest in the 
meat plant. This conversation 
reportedly took plaitt on July 29, a 
week after the murders. 

In another recorded conversa- 
tion. Aharoni allegedly insisted that 
Avner Meoded, another of the eight 
defendants, go and check whether 
the murder weapon was still where 
it was hidden. When Meoded 
refused, Aharoni demanded that 
“the tall one” (according to Arusi, 
Israel Danoch, another defendant) 
put pressure on Arusi to go.

been banned by the Health 


Ministry, which has ordered them 
withdrawn from the market by the 
end of this month. 


Phenacetin, a -joal-tar prepara- 
tion, has been found to be one of 
the causes of chronic kidney failure 
after continuous use, it is reported 
In the latest issue of Meida Terufatl 
(Pharmaceutical Information), a 
monthly bulletin of the ministry. 
The condition of the kidneys has 
been found to stabilize and even im- 
prove after phenacetin intake Is 


lalted, the magazine says.' 


The preparation is also reported 
to be a direct cause of hemolitic 
anemia, especially in persons suf- 
fering from G6PD deficiency.' This 
is a clotting defect found especially 
in Sephardim (mainly those of Iraqi 
origin). 

Among the Israeli drug combina- 
tions listed in the September- 
October issue of Medic, the monthly 
ethical-drug compilation, as con- 
taining phenacetin, are Codifen, 
Dolviran, Rokal, and Tevalgin 
Forte. Others have already been 
removed from the market or are 
being produced without this 
preparation. 

The ban does not apply to drugs 
consisting of phenacetin" alone, 
which may be used in hospitals. 


U.S. rejects PLO participation in Madrid
